The point is that the strip must be 
56in, long before it is finished off. 
The ends may be rounded or pointed 
or straight—straight being as good 
as any. When finished off it is ex- 
actly doubléd, and beginning at the 
free ends the doubled lengths are 
/ joined ‘along one side by means of a 
crochet hook; with the same wool, 
to within four inches of the closed 
end. Here the joining atops and is 
finished ‘off. This forms .a sort of 
elongated double collar with a ‘slit 
in the fold at the closed end. It is 


worn round the neck with the open|, 


end drawn through this slit so as 
to lie quite flat, the crossing being 
arranged at front; side, or back as 
best suits the wearer. Thus it can- 
net become disordered like the 
usual scarf. It is particularly good 
with a tailored coat or suit that 
has no’ fur collar, providing just the 
trim finish that .is demanded, and 
looking infinitely better than any of 
the cheaper furs/ A round cap with 
a rolled brim can easily be made to 
match, thus forming a aet.
